Emanuel caught hold of Craig's coat and 
slashed him with a !ong-bladed penknife, 
cutting a deep and ugly gash iu his left 
side near the hip.

threatening words with the magistrate. 
The Justice alleges that John drew a 
knife on him, and repeatedly threatened 
to kill him. The Justice put John out 
of the otlice into the hall, but while do- 
ing so he was struck at several times by 
the excited young man. In the hall the 
Justice says John begged to be let go, 
and he would behave himself. 


This forenoon both Emanoel and John 


Lowe were brought to Decatur by Mar- 
shal Roberts and placed in custody of 
Sheriff Foster. Justice Craig came down 
as did also Lon Humphrey, who is a 
friend of the Lowe Brothers. Emanuel 
Lowe has a pair ot eyes placed in deep 
mourning, and there is a bloody piece on 
the bridge ot his nose. 


The facts were related to State's Attor- 


ney Vail this forenoon and he drew up 
state warrants against both Emanuel and 
John Lowe, charging each with having 
made an assault with intent to commit 
murder. The prisoners were taken be- 
fore Justice McGorray.

The bond of John was 


fixed at 8500 and that ot Emanuel at 
8^,000. In default of the same both were 
committed to jail.

Then, these flowers, which 


can not be told from natural flowers at 
a distance of three feet, have the ad- 
vantage o! being practically everlast- 
ing. 
You are aware that in the casa 


of death many people love to have cer 
tain devices in natural flowers pre 
served in memory of the dead. 
Tha 


process of preservation is a most ex 
pensive and laborious one, as each 
spray and petal has to be covered with 
wax. 
What'does this result in? Sim- 


ply that natural flowers are turned into 
wax-flowers. 
These wax-Cowers are 


subject to the ordinary vicissitudes ol 
heat, and iu a hot room or when acci 
dentally exposed to the sun will melt 
away just like a candle. No such acci- 
dents can ever happen to artificial 
flowers, and we can work them in any 
design that a pe'-son wants. 
By the 


way, 
in tho case of large artificial 


ferns, begonias, palms, or choux, or 
cabbago-plauts, a late invention has 
enabled them to be restored perfectly 
by a brief exposure to strong heat, 
llhus," here the operator took out of a 
corner a large-leaved calladinm. "here 
is a plant that is covered with dust, 
hold it up to the gas—thus, See! Here 
the dust has become thoroughly ab- 
sorbed, and the plant loots as fre'sh as 
It did when it left the maker's bands. 
This process of renewing is exceedingly 
iigenious, and is another secret of the 
craft of Parisian flower-makers.
